Private Robert V. Kent testified that he 
heard Streator say: “Do not let him hang 
long enough to do material injury.” Iams 
was immediately cut down. Private Kent 
testified that on the next Monday night 
after the punishment he heard Streator say 
that lams had better k out of his way 
or he would shoot, him. is remark was 
made after Streator had heard the rumor 
that Iams intended shooting him on sight. 

John H. Gladden, the nurse who revived 
Iams, testified that he saw them take Iams 
and: tie him up by the thumbs, but he only 
watched the proceedings for ten minutes, 
as the sight sickened him. He ran toward 
Iams when the latter was cut down and 
fainted. He adminfstered whiskey and 
ammonia upon instructions from Rr. Grimm. 
He spoke to Dr. Grimm after Iams had re- 
covered consciousness, and in reply to his 
remark that Iams was pretty sick Dr. 
Grimm had said: “Yes but he swallowed 
a chew of tobacco.”

The bids for the $125,000 water bonds 
recently voted by the people of Athens to 
build a new system of waterworks were 

. opened today. After a careful consideration 
of the several bids, their conditions and 
provisions, that of Mr. Alonzo Richardson, 
of the Atlanta Trust and Banking Company, 
was accepted, and the award formally made 
to that institution. All the issue except 
twenty-nine are thirty year, gold bonds, 
bearing 5 per cent. One bond is to be re- 
tired each year, making twenty-nine to be 
retired inside of thirty years. 

The entire issue was sold at net par to 
the city and in addition to the Atlanta Trust 
and Banking Company, the purchasers, 
agreed to pay for all the engraving, etc., in 
strikine the bonds. ‘ 

The city is also to receive 3 per cent in- 
terest on all the money left with the bank 
until it is needed to carry on the work. 

This is regarded as an exceptionally good 
sale by the people here and they are con- 
gratulating the finance committee. They 
are glad that the progressive Atlanta com- 
pany were the successful bidders. In fact, 
all things considered, the people are happy 
so far as the bond matter enters into their 
feelings. 

The Waterworks. 

If no action to prevent is taken by the 
old water company, the Construction of the 
new water system will be commenced within 
a few days).

To Drown His Little 
His Sister-in-Law. 


OR. G. W. KEELEY BECOMES INSANE 


Through Religious Frensy and Tries to 
Exterminate His Family—A 
Very Sad Story. 


Macon, Ga., October 31.—(Special.)— 
Louisville, Ga., was thrown into a fever of 
excitement Saturday morning by the an- 
nouncement that Dr. G. W. Kelly, one of 
the most prominent physicians of the coun 
ty, had become insane and had attempted 
to kill his little eight-year-old girl by throw- 
ing her in a forty-foot well and had shot 
his sister-in-law for interfering. 

The affair is sad and most shocking, both 
on account of his prominence as a physician 
and because of the high esteem in which he 
has heretofore been held. 

It seems that Dr. Kelly has for some 
time been suffering from mental aberration 
and religious fanaticism. 

His friends and relatives have noticed 
his condition, but thought it nothing un- 
usual, as he was given to such spells here- 
tofore harmless. His insanity culminated 
on Saturday in his attempt to destroy his 
entire family. He urged as his excuse for 
attempting the horrible deed that God had. 
commanded him to kill his family to save 
their souls. He said God had told him that 
unless he killed his wife and children their 
souls would be lost, that he felt he was 
doing an act for which he would be justi- 
fied in heaven. He laughed while talking 
of the affair and seemed disappointed that 
horrible design had been frustrated. 
Owing to the urgency of the case he was 
given a speedy trial and taken at once to 
the asylum on the night train by Sheriff 
W. W. Rhodes and Mr. I. F. Farmer. 

Sheriff Rhodes and Mr Farmer, after ful- 
filling their sad mission, stopped over in 
the city. They say that excitement 
runs high in Louisville, and the commu- 
nity is greatly stirred up over the horrible 
affair. The unfortunate woman whom he 
shot is in a citical condition, and will prob- 
ably die, but the attending physicians say 
there is a chance for her recovery. The 
wounds are of aserious nature. The first 
ball entered her chin and came out at the 
back of her neck. The second shot. took 
effect near the spine, ranging upwards, 
lodging near the hip. When the unfortu- 
nate sister-in-law first realized the extent 
of Dr. Kelly’s madness he had already 
thrown his little daughter in the well. 
With a scream she rushed forward and 
tried to prevent his murderous intent. At 
this he drew his revolver and fired. She 
ran into the house followed by the infuri- 
ated father. Seeing no other way to es- 
cape she leaped from a window. As she 
did so he fired the second time and struck 
her in the back. 

Her screams attracted the neighbors, and 
after a fearful struggle the would-be in- 
fanticide and murderer was overcome. In 
the meantime the pitedus wails of the child 
in the well attracted the crowd to that 
point. By what seemed a miracle she had 
not sunk beneath the water. After a num- 
ber of attempts the bucket was lowered 
sufficiently fer the child to get into it. 
Standing knee-deep in the water which was 


in the bucket and clinging to the rope, she 
was drawn to the top. The child is ill from 


the effects of the fright, and her condition 
is said to be critical. 


THAT ROAD TO, NEWMAN. 


Colonel Berry Says He’ll Give $5,000 To- 
wards It. 

Franklin, Ga., October 31.—(Special.)— 
We have always considered a railroad 
from Franklin to Newnan a feasible en- 
terprise. Colonel Berry, Newnan’s most 
successful banker and financier, is of the 
same opinion. 

While in Newnan a few days ago a 
reporter met him, and among other things 
spoke of this project. 

“IT can’t get my consent to dismiss an 
enterprise of that sort from my mind, 
said Colonel Berry, “and why the people 
of Newnan and Franklin don’t get together 
and push it, I can’t divine. 1 am just as 
well satisfied that it would pay as I am 
that any business in Newnan will pay. 
But I am not making a — or bid 
to boom this line myself, for I arranged 
for and made a proposition to build it 
once and was ignored, but you may — 
me as having enough confidence in it to 
do as much for it as anybody. 

“Why,” said he, “I’d be willing to do- 
nate $5,000 towards it, and in stock on 
a substantial basis I would do much 
more. 

Colonel Berry talked at length regarding 
the enterprise, its feasibility and its value 
as an investment and a feeder to Newnan 
and developer of Franklin and Heard 
counties. 

A road to Newnan could be built and

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DISDRIMINATION AGAINST MACON 


Charged by the Business Men of the City 
The News of the Day iu the 
Central City. 


Macon, Ga., October 31.—(Special.)—It | 


looks as if the Central railroad would have 
to acknowledge the corn and begin over 
again on a basis of fairness and impartiality 
to all concerned. 

The cotton warehousemen of Macon are 
unanimous in their endorsement of the po 
sition taken by The Constitution and the 
statement contained in yesterday's paper. 

This morning The Constitution correspon- 
dent was given a full insight into the in- 


dictment that has been prepared. 


It was at first intended to bring the mat- 
ter before the railroad commission direct 
and to put it upon the same ground as the 
decision gained by Tift & Co., where the 
same bill of lading was ordered between 
Americus and Brunswick as between Amer- 
icus and Savannah. But the cotton men of 


Macon having confidence in the eminent | 


fairness of Judge Emory Speer, who is 
virtually the head of the Central railroad, 
decided to lay the matter first before him, 

When it was decided to take this latter 
step first all the papers had been prepared 
to go before the commission. The complaint 
was to have been presented by Mr. I. B, 
English and was supported by a petition 
signed by every cotton warehouse firm in 
Macon, the bank officials and the leading 
merchants. 

The bill of indictment very plainly sets 
out that the cotton and factory business, 
the banking, commercial and business in- 
terests of the city of Macon Will be very 
seriously injured and hindered if this policy 
of the Central railroad continues. 

One very prominent cotton man told The 
Constitution correspondent this morning 
that if this present state of affairs was al- . 
lowed to continue he would close his busi- 
ness, take his compress out of commission 
and retire. He says the city of Macon is 
now being made a road station and nothing 


more. 

The actual figures are that the through 
bill is 39 cents and the combined local rates 
are 53 cents, a difference of 14 cents, which 
practically pre-empts all the business for 
the Central railroad. 

One of the complaints made by the fac- 
tors here is that this year as for many years 
back they have advanced money to farmers, 
the money being to cover expenses of plant- 
ing cotton, and the understanding was that 
the loan was to, be repaid in cotton and not 
in dkind. But the action of the Central 
has forced the cotton to Savannah, and the 
money, if paid at all, is not paid in cotton 
but by draft on some Savannah factor. 

The Central railroad is now drawing 
Sayannah the cotton control within a ra- 
dius of sixty miles around Macon and 
throwing the business, the money and a 
great part of the trade to Savannah.

Shall the Ballots ~ Be 
Printed ? 


A KNOTTY QUESTION COMES UP 


Mr. James G. Woodward Makes a Hot 
Reply to Some Reports Set in Cir- 
culation About Him. 


How shall the ballots for the coming pri- 
mary be prepared? : 

This question assumes importance be- 
cause of the strange situation in - which 
the present Campaign is set. 

Heretofore the primaries or mass meet- 
ings had to deal with solid tickets upon 
given issues. The vote was not upon the 
men, but upon the ticket. In wards where 
numerous candidates were in the field, the 
party leaders weeded them out, and con- 
centrated their efforts upon a chosen nomi- 
nee. 

The present campaign, however, is cast 
upon different lines. It opened up on the sin- 
gle question of the mayoralty. So strong 
was the interest upon that point that can- 
didates for the other places failed to mate- 
rialize. They recognized the fact that the 
people wanted to vote upon the mayoralty 
uninfluenced by other Considerations. 


It was in response to this earnest wish- 


that the executive committee broke the 
precedent, and ordered a white primary. 
After that candidates for the general coun- 
cil began to avnounce themselves. 

It S00n became confusion worse confound- 
ed. The candidates thickened with the 
passing days until in the third ward alone 
fourteen were in the field. Each one was 
in the race upon his merits. There is no 
way to stop the increase, nor is there any 
method by which candidates can be pulled 
down. | 

A Proposition Presented. 

Then arose the suggestion that the candi- 
dates should fit up tickets to support their 
names. Messrs. Woodward and Goodwin 
were equally shy of this proposition. To 
choose one candidate in the third ward 
meant to array the other thirteen in oppo- 
sition. Now this may be as close, as it is 
certain to be a hot race. Even the most 
unimportant Candidate may have a following 
sufficient to turn the tide in the mayoralty 
vote. It is no wonder, then, that the can- 
diates for mayor decline to antagonize men 
who may be favorable to them. 

But the fact still remains that tickets 


must be printed in some intelligible shape 


so as to allow the people to vote for the 
men of their choice. 

A gentleman who has had much experi- 
ence in politics suggests an omnibus ticket, 
upon which should appear the names of all 
the candidates. It would begin thus:

Throughout the balance of the ticket 
should be named, in each ward every can- 
didate running. These tickets, by agree- 
ment, should be prepared and supplied by 
the city executive committee. The work- 
ers at the polls, with such tickets in hand, 
could present them to every voter, who, 
with a pencil should erase all the names 
but the one he wished to vote for. This 

®plan would be equally fair to all the can- 
didates. It would force none of them into 
combinations which they do not want, and 
would put. every.man. abslutely upon his 
own merits, 

Mr. Woodward Writes a Card. 


The following card, written by Mr. 
James G. Woodward, is in his saltiest vein: 

Editor Constitution—I have heard of several 
reports being circulated throughout the city 
that might be calculated to injure me in the 
coming contest for mayor with people who 
do not know me, and I ask space in your 
columns to pronounce them as infamous lies, 
and that the party or parties who started 
them knew that they were lying, and that 
whoever may be ajyproached hereafter with 
these reports, or sinfliar ones, may know that

Two Flipfiaps. 

Atlanta’s municipal election is neither 
@ personal nor a political affair. It is 
purely a business transaction, as when a 
corporation elects a board of directors. 

Those who are proposing to represent 
the business interests of this city should 
have a record which fits in with the pur- 
poses of the people. It is particularly 
desirable that the record of the man who 
is to be the mayor should be perfectly 
straightforward and free from shuffling. 

Is the record of Alderman Woodward 
altogether free from shuffling? Let us 
see. When he was a candidate for alder- 
man, and wanted the support of the city 
clerk and the city marshal, he was op- 


posed to the keeping of a record by the. 


city comptroller of the amount of fees 
received by these officers. He stated then 
that the amount of fees received by them 
was nobody’s business. 

But when he became an alderman and 
found that there was a popular sentiment 
against the perquisite system, he ardently 
advocated the abolition of,the fee system 
in these offices. 

Then there is the matter of the public 
scales. Alderman Woodward advocated 
the establishment of the public scales 
mainly for the purpose of securing to the 
people full weights in coal and coke. Ac- 
cording to the ordinance in his own hand- 
writing, which was passed by council, 
these articles were to be weighed free at 
the public scales if the purchaser so de- 
sired, and the dealer was not to make any 
extra charge for carrying the coal and 
coke to the public scales. 

In a few short weeks Alderman Wood- 
ward changed front on this question, and 
reported an amendment to his ordinance 
(the amendment being in his own hand 
writing) providing that coke and coal 
should not be weighed free, and that the 
dealer might determine whether these ar- 
ticles .should be weighed on the public 
scales, or the purchaser be required to 
see them weighed on the dealer’s scales. 
Naturally, the council refused to pass 
this amendment. 

Does this sort of flipflapping fit Alder- 
man Woodward to direct the business of 
this great city? 


Titles in the Sonth. 

The Richmond Dispatch, criticising the 
effusive employment of titles in the 
south, remarks that, among other pa- 
pers, The Atlanta Constitution has advo- 
cated a reform in the prevalent custom. 

No doubt our esteemed contemporary 
has good grounds for making this asser- 
tion, but we are no longer engaged in 
this reform. We advocated it for thirty 
days, and at the end of that time there 
were more colonels and judges in Geor- 
gia than ever before. So we compromised 
with the inevitable by making colonels 
of our entire staff, and conferring the 
Georgia degree of judge on our office boy. 
Since then matters have been running 
smoothly, and we are not inclined to in- 
terfere with the repose and security of 
the state. 

We observe, by the by, that The Dis- 
patch refers to Thomas Nelson Page as 
“Dr.” Page. Now this is nothing less 
than horrible. We assume, of course, 
that the title is his, since it has been 
conferred on him by the university, but 
he has no need of it, and it jars terribly 
on the mind. This reform, like all others, 
should be domesticated, as it were— 
should begin at home. 


A Safe Banking System. 

The republican stump speakers and 
journalists who have so much to say 
against “wild cat banks,” the phrase by 
which they designate all state banks, can 
be very easily answered. 

The local banks of Canada are practi- 
cally state banks, and yet our American 
bankers consider their system so admira- 
ble and important that in their annual 
conventions they seek all the information 
to be obtained regarding it. 

In Canada the local banks are regulated 
by an act containing more than 100 
clauses. On an average every dollar in 

. notes issued by these banks has nine dol- 
lars in securities back of it. The stock- 


holders are liable to double the amount | 


of their shares, and no dividends are 

allowed that will impair the capital of 

the banks. Monthly statements have to 

be made to the government, and every- 
tched.

The letter of the Hon. W. H. Fleming, 
in another column, on the reapportion- 
ment question, will be found, when it 
is carefully analyzed, to doubt the wisdom 
of action by the general assembly, at 
present, simply as a matter of policy. 

It is suggested that in view of the exist- 
ing discontent in the country it might 
be better to make a change in the sena- 
torial districts. We think that this view 
has already been fully discussed and the 
weight of opinion seems to be against it. 
The idea is that nobody objects to the 
representation from the senatorial dis- 
tricts, because that is purely a geograph- 
ical matter. The injustice is apparent 
when we strike the house, where repre- 
sentation is supposed to be based upon 
population. Now, if we are going to 
stick to this principle, there is no fairness 
in giving the small counties a much larger 
proportionate representation than the 
largest counties in the state have. It is 
all right for Echols, as a county, with its 
3,500 population to have one representa- 
tive, but when we come to the larger 
counties it is certainly unfair to force a 
county like Fulton, with 84,000° inhab- 
itants to have only three representatives. 
Why not adopt a basis, say 10,000 people, 
and after allowing every county, however 
small, one representative, make that basis 
count for additional representatives? 

Mr. Fleming does not oppose a reform 
in our present system of reapportionment 
—he admits its inequality. He merely 
intimates that as a matter of practical 
business it will have to await a consti- 
tutional convention. Right here, we dif- 
fer with him. Put this matter plainly 
to our people, and the inhabitants of the 
rural counties will speak up as promptly 
for the fair and square thing as their city 
neighbors. 

Let us not speak of policy in this mat- 
ter. It might be good policy in certain 
instahces to exempt prominent men from 
the just penalty of the law, but the peo- 
ple would not sustain such an idea. It 
might be good policy to do many unfair 
and unjust things, but the people would 
not approve of it. In this case we believe 
that when the question is thoroughly dis- 
cussed the people of the small counties 
will be in favor of what is just and right. 
We all remember the outery raised 
against the unfair apportionment in New 
York, and the delight with which a reform 
was hailed. Yet in New York it was a 
question of only a few thousand differ- 
ence. Here, in Georgia, the difference is 
glaringly unjust, and we see a county 
with 3,500 having one representative, 
while a county with 84,000 people has 
only three representatives! , 

Get this matter before the people and 
they will demand a reform. They will 
raise no question of policy; they will de- 
mand a fair and a square deal. 


A Case in Point. 

Twenty-five or thirty years ago it was 
a common thing to hear of the failure of 
life insurance companies in this country, 
but who ever hears of them now? We 
mean well known companies. Not one 
has failed in about a generation. 

What has caused this change? Un- 
doubtedly, better laws, protecting the in- 
terests of the public; a more rigid pop- 
ular sentiment, and the education of the 
people. Going more into detail, it is more 
than probable that the conviction of sev- 
eral fraudulent insurance presidents has 
materially contributed to this improve- 
ment. 

Following this line in a logical way, it 
is reasonable to accept the conclusion that 
all these changes for the better in legis- 
lation and public opinion would affect our 
banking system. The conditions under 
which fraudulent insurance has become 
impossible would prevent wild cat bank- 
ing.

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A Valuable Reform. 
From The Macon Telegraph. 

There is not the least probability that any 
plan which does not give a representative to 
the smallest county or which gives to the 
larger counties every: member to which strict 
justice entitles them, if all citizens are to 
have equal representation, can be adopted. 
County lines cannot be ignored, nor can the 
house be made so large as strict justice would 
demand. The state does not want to pay 
500 or 600 legislators, ‘nor would a body so 
large and unwieldly be useful. 

But the impossibility of putting the people 
of the different counties on an exact equality 
with each other is not a good reason for re- 
fusing to reduce the existing inequality to the 
smallest proportions possible. We think The 
Constitution has undertaken to‘bring about a 
valuable reform and hope that it will be 
successful. Its plan seems to be the only 
practicable one—to add to the membership of 
the house reasonably, the new members to 
be apportioned to the counties now having 
the smallest representation in proportion to 
their population. 

An amendment to the constitution would be 
necessary to bring about the reform, which, 
of course, involves considerable delay. But 
that only makes it desirable that the prelim- 
inary steps should be taken promptly. It is 
well enough to remember that should another 
political party gain considefable strength in 
the state, the desired reform will no longer be 
possible. The party which derives advantage 
from the inequality of representation will be 
able to prevent change. Now the question 
need not be a political one, and it is not to 
be presumed that any democrat desires for 
himself any advantage in representation over 
other democrats.

Some of these unfortunate people secure the 
sympathy of the passerby and there the aid 
comes from, for sympathy unlooses the purse 
strings of the most heartless. 

Others by a persistent, methodical, whing- 
whang worrying secure their aid after sadly 
disturbing the mind of the impatient donor. 

And of these sight-crippled creatures At- 
anes has a varied and entirely unlike assort- 
ment. 
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There is # blind man, past middle age of a 
fatherly appearance, who has been in Atlanta 
for nearly twenty years; but he belies his 
looks. If he secures his apparently much 
needed alms, off goes his hat and “‘God bless 
you; I will ‘remember you in my prayers,”’ 
falls from his lips. On the other hand, if he 
fails to secure the desired money he becomes 
a regular trooper. . But he makes his com- 
plaint only to the fourteen-year-old boy who 
leads him. 

The other day he failed to beg even a nickel 
from all the offices in a large building, and it 
evidently worried him. 

‘It’s a d—d shame,”’ said he, half to him- 
self and half to the boy who was leading him. 
“T wonder if they know that every one of 
’em is going straight to hell for not giving a 
poor, God-forsaken blind man a d—d cent. 
But they are all going to hell,’ he concluded, 
“and I'll be d—d glad of it.” 
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This same old fellow appears to be very 
anxious about the health of the boy who leads 
him about. 

One day the couple were passing along Wall 
street and a stiff breeze was blowing from the 
southeast. The boy was smoking a cigarette, 
but took care that the smoke did not blow 
where the old man could get a whiff of it. 

Some one smoking a cigarette passed the 
two and went rapidly up the street. The 
blind man smelled the smoke and stopped 
abruptly. 

“Curse you,” said he, addressing the boy, 
“yowre smoking some more of them ciga- 
rettes.”’ : 

‘“T ain’t,’’ viciously retorted the boy. 

‘“T smell it.’’ argued the blind man. 

‘‘Well,”’ replied the little fellow, throwing 
his shoulders back and taking a pull at his 
cigarette but keeping cautiously to the wind- 
ward, “I jes know you didn’t ’cause de wind 
wazn’t blowing your way.”’ 

Then followed an attempt at an amicable 
adjustg@ent; the boy keeping the cigarette 
and the od fellow swearing that he would 
give the boy a thrashing when they got home. 
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Another character is a blind negro about 
twenty-five years old who is ied by a negro 
boy. Whether the negro receives any money 
or not he takes off his hat and bowing and 
scraping, says: “Good day, boss. I wish 
you mighty well: I wish you mighty well.” 
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Near the custom house corner there has been 
for the past few weeks a blind man with a 
hand organ; and together with the little white 
and tan dog, which sits upon the organ hold- 
ing a tiny tin bucket in his mouth to receive 
the coins given by kind hearted people, makes 
a pitiful sight. 

For the dog is blind, too. 


Then there is a blind woman with a hand 
organ; the only blind woman in the trade. 
She is very fat and turning the organ appears 
to be quite an exertion, so the tunes are 
turned out at a mournful rate. 

But when a nickel clatters into thé little tin 
cup she nods her head vigorously in thanks 
and attacks the hand organ with renewed 


energy. ee

A boy who had noticed him says 
that he walked a few paces, staggered and 
leaned against the fence. In a moment or 
two he started to go on, but reeled and 
dlropped to the sidewalk. Some men has- 
tened te him, two policemen assisted and 
he was carried back into Mrs. Pinson’s. 
At first it was thought that he had fainted. 
But by the dime the body was within the 
house it was plain that he was dead. Dr. 
Hunter P. Cooper was summoned. When he 
made an examination he stated that the sen- 
ator had died the moment he fell and that 
heart or brain disease was probably the im- 
mediate cause. 

Mr. Chan Jones and Mr. E. C. Jones, 
his brothers, who live in the city were 
quickly notified. 

During the day an inquest was held and 
the coroner’s jury rendered a verdict that 
death was either from brain trouble or 
heart disease. About 5 o’clock the body 
was removed to the home of Mr. Chan 
Jones on Peachtree street. 

Mrs. Jones, the senator’s wife, arrived 
last night. The funeral will take place 
this afternoon and the interment will be 
at Oakland. 

Colonel Jones was born in Wilkes county, 
Ga., in 1826. His family removed to Mer- 
iwether county. He was educated at 
Greenville, Ga., and Princeton, N. J. 

He married a Miss Blount, of Alabama. 
He had two daughters, Mrs. Williams, of 
Macon, and Mrs, W. F. Newsome, of Lee 
county. The late Primus W. Jones was a 
brother. Colonel Jones was elected to the 
senate from the ninth district, composed of 
Baker, Calhoun and Early counties. He 
was a member ot the senate several years 
ago. He was a gevout member of the 
Methodist church and was highly respected.

2. The serious practical question is, shall 
any one in the present legislature endeavor to 
get together a two-thirds vote to amend the 
constitution so as to reapportion the mem- 
bers of the house and thus force that question 
at once into the next state election for ratifi- 
cation or rejection by the people. 

I am very clear in my conviction that no 

such attempt should be made. 
many reasons. I will mention two: 
In my opinion the attempt will fail, both in 
the general assembly and before the people; 
second, such a movement is mdst inoppor- 
tune at this time, as it involves the transfer of 
political power, to a greater or less degree, 
from the country districts to the cities, from 
the farmers to the town people. 

Now, admitting that the present representa- 
tion is unequal, the important facts remain 
that the farming interests of the state are se- 
riously depressed while our citles are prosper- 
ing; that in the recent elections we preached 
the efficacy of a common bond of brotherhood, 
and a large majority of the democratic al- 
liance farmers of the state refused to join in 
the cry of ‘‘the country against the city,’’ and 
remained steadfast to their principles and 
their party. 

Under such circumstances would it not be 
most ungracious for us now to seek to change 
the constitution of the state so as to lessen 
their power in legislation? If they ever de- 
served special consideration they deserve it 
now. : 

Such an issue would prove a source of: great 
irritation in all the country counties of the 
state in the next election. It would be made 
a rallying cry for the third party if that party 
should be in ‘existence at that time. It would 
introduce discord where harmony now. reigns. 

You kindly suggest, Mr. Editor, that I could 
do “a great work for the state’’ in pressing 
such a reapportionment measure in the house. 
I beg to differ with. you. I think the prageti- 
cal results would be entirely bad. 

3. The partial remedy which 1 did point out 
as being more attainable and more free from 
irritating issues, was contained in the fol- 
lowing pomenes which was inadvertently 
omitted by you in quoting my interview: ‘Can 
nothing be done then at present to meet the 
difficulty?’’ asked the _ reporter. “Only in 
this way,”’ replied Mr. Fleming. “By chang- 
ing the senatorial districts and thus giving 
the upper house the power to check the lower 
house. The constitution expressly provides 
that the general assembly may change the 
senatorial districts after each census of the 
United States, provided that the number of 
districts and the number of senators from 
each district shall not be increased. These 
districts could be reapportioned on the basis 
of population by -.a majority vote of both 
houses.”’ 

The irregularity of representation in the 
senate is oat as glaring as it is in the house. 
But the former can be remedied by a ma- 
jority vote of the general assembly, As pro- 
vided, and I might say, suggested in the‘ con- 
stitution; while the latter will require a two- 
thirds vote of the general assembly and rati- 
fication by the people. The senate could

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| Me Was One of Georgia's Most Prominent 


and Wealthy Colored Men. 
Americus, Ga., October 31.—(Special.)— 
Elbert Head, one of the best known colored 
men in Americus and in Georgia, died at his 


home in this city shortly before 1 o'clock this 


morning. 

He had been sick for the past week, and 
while his condition was considered precatious 
by his physicians and friends, his sudden 
death this morning was a surprise even. to 


“those who had watched beside him througt 


the still hours of the night. 
Few negroes in the state were better known 
than Elbert Head, and none were better 


liked. For more than forty years he had been 


@ citizen of Americus, and no one ever said 
aught against him. Courteous and polite to 
every one, he made friends of all with whom 
he came in codhtact, white as well as black. 

‘The deceased was seventy-six years of age, 
and his death was the resalt of heart disease. 
It is said that he had no immediate relatives, 
and his faithful old wife, to whom he was 
married away back in slavery days, died 
several years ago. 

Up to the time of Harrison’s first nomina- 
tion for the presidency, Elbert Head repre- 
sented this congressional district in every re- 
publican convention since the war. He was 
one of the faithful 306 who stuck to Ulysses 
Grant in his last race for the presidential 
nomination, and has in his possession one of 
the gold medals presented by Mr. Grant to 
each of these faithful supporters. 

Elbert bought his and his wife’s freedom 
from their former master, Dr. B. J. Head, 
then a resident of Sumter county. The two 
old people earned the money with which to 
do this by taking in washing, and upon each 
anniversary of his freedom, up to the present 
time, Elbert would always array himeelf in 
the. same old suit of clothes that he wore 
when the news of his emancipation was re- 
ceived, and thus attired always spent that 
day calling upon his friends. 

By frugality and close attention to business 
Elbert amassed a considerable fortune, his 


estate, which consists largely of city property. 


here, being estimated ab $60,000, every dollar 
of which was earned by his own efforts. 

He was a good old man, and will be missed 
by many. The arrangements for his funeral 
had not been made at the hour this article 
was written.

SUPREME COURT OF THE UNITED STATES 


Will Be the Next Court, Probably, 
Before Which Lord Beresford 
Will Appear. 


Lord Beresford’s habeas corpus case may 
soon become one of national fame. 

Yesterday morning Judge: Newman re- 
manded Beresford to the custody of the 
sheriff of Floyd county. 

No sooner had the decision been rendered 
than Qolonel W. C. Glenn, Beresford’s at- 
torney, appealed the case to be carried to 
the supreme court of the United States. 

But Judge Newman has not yet granted 
the appeal. 


Beresford will have is to be decided. Judge 
Newman was not fully decided yesterday 
as to whether *Colonel Glenn’s remedy was 
by appeal to the appellate court or by writ 
of error to the supreme court, but will ren- 


der his decision today. 
Judge Newman's Review. 

On the opening of court yesterday morn- 
ing Judge Newman arrested the argument 
in the case on the inquiry as to whether or 
not, in any view that might be taken of 
the law, as to whether this defendant could 
be tried for a different offense than that 
for which he wes extradited, if he would 
not still be in the legal custody of the sher- 
iff in the other case for cheating and swind- 
ling. After some short discussion of the 
matter the judge stated that he did not 
think, until there was an authoritative de- 
cision by the supreme court, that anybody 
could be very certain that they were right 
on the main question that has been argued 
here. It would be debatable either way; 
and whatever might be true about that, 
if the court finds independent of that ques- 
tion that the relator is held by the officer 
in legal custody, that there would be but 
one course to pursue, and that would be 
to remand him to the custody of the officer 
who has charge of him on legal process. 

“IT have given the matter very careful 
thought,”’ said Judge Newman, “and con- 
sideration. It is an interesting question 
and a serious one to this relator of course. 
The conclusion expressed a while ago is 
one, it seems to me, inevitable. 1 am un- 
able to see how it would be proper to make 
any such order as Mr. Glenn suggests, as 
that would be going out of my way to re- 
view the decision of the supreme court of 
Georgia. 

“The question for determination is now 
on this writ, as to whether the petitioner 
is held in legal custody, and there being no 
attack whatever on the right of the sheriff 
to hold him under the indictment for cheat- 
ing ening, he is in legal custody 
unquestionably, so far as that is concerned. 
I think therefore, that my duty is very clear, 
and that is to have an order entered remand- 
ing the petitioner to the custody of the sher- 
iff of Floyd county, Georgia.” 

Lord Beresford will be brought before 
Judge Newman this morning when his at- 
torneys will make application for an ap- 
peal to the United States Supreme court, 
and also for bail. 

The case of “cheating and swindling” stil] 
standing against him on the docket of Floyd 
superior court will be again called at the 
adjourngd term on the 9th, and, as a de- 
mand was taken by Beresford last term, 
he will be entitled to a discharge, unless 
the state decides to try the case. A trial 
is out of the question, as the facts are 
identical with the forgery charge. ~ 

Had this case been disposed of before 
the writ of habeas corpus was applied for, 
it is probable that Lord Beresford would 
be at liberty today. 

His lordship, in the ge: ag | of Sheriff 
Moore, of Rome, slept at the Kimball last 
night and will return to Rome this after- 
noon. . 

His stay in jail, however, will not. be of 
long duration, as he will give bond in a 
few days.
